“The majority opinion, read by 
Chief Justice Hughes, declares that 
the national labor relations act 
gives the board ‘no express author- 
ity to invalidate contracts with in- 
dependent labor organizations.’ 
Such authority, if it exists, the 
court held, can only be applied in 
the case of a company-controlled 
or company-dominated union. 


“This is the position maintained 
by the American Federation of 
Labor all along. 

Court Lauds 
A. F. of L. Contract 

“Furthermore, the court severely 
criticizes the board in two other 
major respects which were com. 
plained of. by the American Feder. 
ation of Labor. The decision held 
that the board should have given 
the I. B. E. W. due notice and an 
opportunity to be heard before at- 
tempting to abrogate its contract. 
It also held that this contract was 
of a high character, designed to 
promote industrial peace and the 
welfare of the workers affected 
and that by abrogating it the board 
defeated the very purpose of the 
national labor relations act. 

“This decision is not only a great 
victory for the American Federa- 
tion of Labor; it is also a great 
boon to the nation. 

“It serves notice on the national 
|relations board that law and jus- 
tice will not sanction its policy of 
prejudice against the A. F. of L. 
and favoritism to the C. I. O. 

“It clears the national labor re- 
latons act of doubts and uncer- 
tainties created by the board’s rul- 
ings which have interfered with 
the negotiation of new union con- 
tracts, and it should restore the 
act in this important respect as a 
powerful instrumentality for col- 
lective bargaining and industrial 
peace.”

“William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
says before the senate committee 
on profit-sharing that recognition 
of real partnership between labor 
and capital ‘would be the greatest 
incentive to sustained efficiency,’ 
and he lays down  statesmanlike 
conditions of such partnership,” 
the Reverend McGowan said. “It is 
also the means of social justice, the 
way to end unemployment and 
poverty, the barrier to excessive 
government, the cure of the class 
struggle, the quietus of all revolu- 
tion, the veto of nazism and com- 
munism, 


“For it means joint action by or- 
ganized investors and organized 
labor to make industry act for the 
general welfare. If we can get that, 
while we'll still need laws and gov- 
ernmental help, we'll not need so 
much, we'll get the distribution of 
the output that will let us use the 
output fully and get more output, 
and we'll end this mass unemploy- 
ment and mass poverty. Then who 
will be willing to revolt or give gov- 
ernment any dictatorship? 

Rules for Partnership

“Mr. Green is speaking directly 
of profit-sharing—the ‘partnership- 
wage,’ a very center of the prob- 
lem. That profit-sharing schemes 
have often been used, even if hon-

torious. So Mr. Green lays down 
in effect three rules to make them 
good: 

“1. Productivity wages, wages 
fixed as high as productive power 
seems to indicate, and then beyond 
that the profit-sharing, the part- 
nership-wage, through which lYxbor, 
like investors, will share in the net 
income. 

“2. Collective bargaining to es- 
tablish both productivity wages 
and partnership wages. 


“3. Labor union knowledge of all 
costs and its partnership in decid- 
ing sales policies, salaries of execu- 
tives, return to investors and the 
financial policies of the company. 

“Mr. Green is realistic. Profit- 
sharing cannot substitute for the 
best possible figuring of the wages 
that will bring full employment, 
full use of our resources and full 
sharing in our increasing wealth. 
Nor is it usually honest unless la- 
bor knows all the costs. Neither 
can either productivity wages or 
partnership wages be ordinarily 
handed down in kindness by the 
employer; for his interests distort 
his kindness and, anyway, In that 
event they would not be general. 
And since policies of sales, salaries, 
interest, profits and finance influ- 
ence the partnership-wage, organ- 
ized labor must help decide the 
policies of sales, salaries, interest, 
profits and finance.

WOLL HAILS COURT'S RULE IN EDISON CASE 


Satisfaction was expressed in 
American Federation of Labor 


circles over the decision of the 
United States supreme court that 
the national labor relations board 
acted without legal authority in or- 
dering the Consolidated Edison 
company of New York city to ab- 
rogate agreements of the company 
and its affiliates with the interna- 
tional brotherhood of electrical 
workers, an affiliate of the A. F. of 
L. The board’s action was taken 
under a complaint filed by the 
United Electrical and Radio Work- 
ers of America, affiliated with 
John L. Lewis’ C. I. O. 


Matthew Woll, third vice presi- 
dent of the American Federation 
of Labor, said: 

“The decision of the supreme 
court denies the right of the na- 


tional labor relations board to in- 
validate contracts with bona fide 
unions like the international 
brotherhood of electrical workers 
or any other valid labor organiza- 
tions, 

“This is a distinct setback to the 
Cc. I. O. and to those in the na- 
tional labor relations board who 
have devoted themselves to pro- 
moting the interests of the C, I. O. 
rather than applying themselves to 
the task of an impartial adminis- 
tration of the national labor rela- 
tions act. 

“The decision leaves the judg- 
ment as to the validity of contracts 
where a bona fide union is con- 
cerned entirely in the hands of the 
courts where it belongs and where 
all parties concerned may be ex- 
pected to get an impartial hear-

| ren soil and all because we lacked 
the moral courage to ask our mer- 
|chants not to handle Japanese 
| products, 

Can Make Use of Tools 

We are just launching another 
campaign along the same lines and 
the same trusting faith, that failed 
us the last time is to be subjected 
to another test of its merits and 
the only difference as we see it is 
that it is Germany that is the of- 
fender in this case where it was 
Japan in the other case and so we 
go on ad finem and trust that 
sometime we will hit upon some 
solution of our problem, when all 
of the time the tools that were 
made for to do the job, lay stored 
away in an accumulation of use- 
ful but never tried remedies. 

I wonder just how many of the 
working men and women in this 
community and especially those 
connected with the labor move- 
ment in Alameda county, know the 
history of the first union label and 
why it was adopted, or what its 
objective was? I might venture an 
opinion that not one in a thousand 
have ever taken the time to ac- 
quaint themselves with it and yet 
it was right here in the San Fran- 
cisco bay district that the emblem 
that meant so much to the workers 
at that time, was first designed 
and used, and so that those of you 
that do not understand, I will give 
a short history of its birth and the 
reason for same. In the early days 
of California and especially after 
| the discovery of gold, thousands of 
workers flocked to this eldorado in 
search of wealth in the mines and 
streams of our glorious state. 
Label Originated in S, F. 

Of course like every other boom 
town there were people of all races 
as well as all trades and San Fran- 
cisco along with the rest of Cali- 
fornia had, as it still has, its full 
quota of orientals, and the China- 
man too was imbued with the spirit 
of the pioneer from centuries be- 
fore and he too yearned to garner 
his share of the precious metal and 
like the other fellow he too saw 
possibilities in trade in the towns 
and located where he thought a 
good field for his trade or calling 
existed and like the other fellow 
he too was a craftsman and after 
surveying the possibilities engaged 
in the manufacture of cigars. 

Now there were white men also 
engaged in the manufacture of 
cigars and between them there 
sprung up a rivalry for the patron- 
age of the consumer just as there 
is at the present a rivalry between 
the countries of the world for pat- 
ronage and just like now there 
were advantages on the orientals’ 
side which the white worker cout 
not meet because of the differences 
of the standards of living and 
slowly but surely the white man

was being driven from the field of 
competition in California just as 
the United States is being driven 
from the markets of the world by 
that same unequal competition but 
by a more ruthless set of foes than 
the original oriental. 

So the white cigar makers got 
their heads together and made up 
their minds to do something about 
it and after much discussion it was 
decided that they would put some 
kind of an identification mark that 
would distinguish their product 
from that of the oriental workers 
and they adopted a white label to 
let the people know that the cigars 
contained in the box were made by 
white workingmen. The label took 
like wildfire and made it possible 
for the white workers to again 
build up their trade and eventually 
they acquired the major portion of 
the trade in California and reduced 
the orientals’ trade to a point that 
no longer menaced them as crafts- 
men. Later on as they branched 
out and organized to combat other 
unfair practices they met with 
others of their craft, and adopted 
a red label as their identification 
mark and it was also a badge of 
courage to be upheld by every true 
and loyal workingman. At a later 
convention held in the city of St. 
Louis, Mo., they adopted a label of 
blue running as they did the full 
gamut of colors so proudly furled 
by every true American. That label 
is still in use and still offers what 
protection it can to the men and 
women who follow the trade wf 
cigar-making. How many of you 
union men, who read these lines, 
ean identify it other than by its 
color which I have told you? 

Buy American Urged 

This brings us back to the use of 
tools that have long been in disuse. 
Why not bring them out in the 
open, dust them off and put them 
to work solving some of the prob- 
lems that confront labor, listing 
them in their importance? 

1, Use your spending power in 
your own interest by buying union 
made products. 2. Remember that 
all merchants will listen to you and

ployes, 50,000 of whom have been 
employed for many months mak- 
ing toys and similar articles to 
shed a little of the Christmas spirit 
in homes where the parents are 
not able to provide presents for 
their children.

1,500,000 toys have been made in 
hundreds of WPA _ workshops 
throughout the United States with 
the cooperation of local govern- 
mental or welfare agencies and 
civic groups which provided work- 
rooms and the few materials need- 
ed.

stock the kind of merchandise you 
prefer if you have the courage to 
insist. 3. The most effective boy- 
cott against any product is to leave 
it on the shelf of the merchant. 
4. If you do the shopping for the 
family and are the spender and 
want to be a real helpmeet to your 


family demand that the clerk that 
waits on you wear a union button 
and serve you with union goods 
and if he or she fails to give you 
that courtesy let the writer know 
and he will get you that measure 
of satisfaction that is justly yours. 
5. Buy American and prove your 
loyalty not only to yourself but to 
your country and humanity. 

And a final word to you mem- 
bers of organized labor. Ask if 
your local union is affiliated with 
the union label league and if not 
find out why and insist that your 
organization do its part in building 
a labor movement that will do the 
things that we have left undone 
and remember that there is no dif- 
ference between the chiseling em- 
ployer and the chiseling local 
union. 

The union label league is now 
making a drive to get into its fold 
every local union in Alameda coun- 
ty to the end that we may by our 
united strength educate our own 
people to protect themselves.

Michigan Firm Must Pay for 
Union Hall Wrecked By 
Vandals, NLRB Says 


The Newberry Lumber and 


Chemical company of Newberry, 
Mich., was directed this week by a 
national labor relations board ex- 
aminer to foot the bill for rebuild- 
ing a union hall wrecked by a 
mob of vigilantes in a violent at- 
tempt to smash a strike of the 
firm’s employes on June 4, 1937, 
The damage was put at $4,500. 


R. N. Denham, the board’s trial 
examiner, declared that a gang of 
300 townspeople, company foremen 
and thugs, armed with clubs, iron 
bars, hose couplings and other 
weapons beat up peaceful pickets 
and drove them from town, clubbed 
one to death and then destroyed 
the hall, which served as strike 
headquarters, 

During all this rioting, Philip S. 
Hamilton, president of the com- 
pany and village mayor, stood by, 
watching with approval, Denham 
said. 

Denham put the “full weight of 
responsibility” for the mob vio- 
lence on Hamilton and the com- 
pany. He also ordered the firm to 
reinstate eight discharged union- 
ists. 


Says Workers Prefer. 
Jobs to Dole 


Job Insurance Has Blasted 
Libel on Workers, Declares 
Social Security Board Official 


The libel that a substantial num- 
ber of American workers prefer 
doles to jobs has been exploded 
repeatedly, but never in more dev- 
asting fashion than by R. Gordon 
Wagenet, director of the bureau of 
unemployment compensation of 
the social security board, in a radio 
broadcast over a 
work recently. 

“Tet me say 
Wagenet declared, 


emphatically,” 
“that the work- 


ing people of this country want 
work, first last and all the time. 
Any doubts as to this that may 
have been felt before the advent of 
unemployment insurance have 
been proved completely unwar- 
ranted, 


“Unemployed wage-earners  ac- 
cept benefits, because they are en- 
titled to them. But experience has 
proved that they positively do not 
prefer unemployment benefits to a 
job and a pay check.” 

Wagenet made many interesting 
disclosures concerning the work- 
ing out of the job insurance sys- 


tem. 
He recalled that since January 
last, benefits have been paid by 29 


states and revealed that by the 
first of the year the system will be 
in operation in all commonwealths 
and territories except Dlinois and 
Montana, which will fall into line 
next July. 

Then nearly 28,000,000 industrial 
and commercial workers will be 
protected against the hazards of 
unemployment, Wagenet said 

During the present year, he 
pointed out, $340,000,000 in benefits 
have been paid to jobless men and 
women. 

“To many people 
try,” Wagenet added, “the $10 or 
$11 benefit checks, while small 
compared with regular earnings, 
has meant the difference between

In the meantime, he signs a treaty with Germany which, in 
a measure, outlaws war, but Germany’s ally, Italy, clamors for 
a large slice of the most valuable part of France’s African 
colonies. 


The premier should pause long enough to consider the ex- 


perience of Austria. A few years ago the Austrian conserva- 
tives smashed Austrian labor unions and murdered their leaders. 
Thus a kind of industrial peace was established. The workers 
submitted because they were compelled to do so. 


The effect of this policy of suppression was revealed when 
Hitler decided to take over Austria. Schuschnigg appealed to the 
workers to defend their country’s independence, but the work- 
ers didn’t respond. All dictators looked alike to them. They 
figured that a Hitler couldn’t be much worse than a Schusch- 
nigg. 

Almost any day Daladier may be asking French workers to 
resist fascist aggression. It would be most unfortunate if they 
took the same position as the Austrian workers. 

After all is said and done, free men constitute the best de- 
fense any country can have, but they fight best when they know 


they are defending their own liberties as well as the property of 
their more fortunate fellow-citizens. 


If you can’t say something good about your union don’t say 
anything. The union has made it possible for many things other- 
wise you would be without.

Unions Are Necessary for Protection of Workers, He 
Declares in Chicago Radio Address; A. F. of L. 


Membership Has Increased 1, 


217,000 in Two Years; 


Wagner Relations Act Administration Is Unsatisfactory 


The fundamental policies of the American Federation of 
Labor and the achievements for the workers in many fields by 
their application were instructively set forth by Frank Morri- 
son, A. F. of L. secretary-treasurer, in a radio address broad- 
cast by Station WCEL, Chicago. 

Beginning with development of 9———————— 


trade union organization as abso- 


lutely necessary for the protection | 


of the workers and advancement 
in their living standards and po- 
litical and civil rights, Mr. Morri- 
son explained in detail the organ- 
ization structure of the American 
Federation of Labor with its flex- 
ible provisions for amalgamation, 
preservation of the rights of the 
various affiliated unions, the func- 
tions of the trades departments, 
the organization of mass _ produc- 
tion workers and the adjustment 
of complications arising from 
overlapping industries peculiar to 
automatic machine production and 
the application of scientific pro- 
cesses. 


In the legislative field he enu- 
merated such measures as the Nor- 
ris-La Guardia anti-injunction act 
and the Wagner labor act as defi- 
nite progress for working men and 
women. He found that the admin- 
istration of the Wagner act is not 
satisfactory. He gave an account of 
the organization of the secessionist 
and dual C. I. O. in 1935, and said 
this was not the first time the A. 
F. of L. had met such a combira- 
tion of disruptive forces. 

Finally, as very plain evidence 
that the workers are realizing 
more than ever the validity and 
virility of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor and the benefits ac- 
cruing from membership in it, he 
said that since September 5, 1936, 
the membership of the unions af- 
filiated with the A, F. of L. has in- 
creased 1,217,000. 

The text of Mr. Morrison’s address 
follows: 

A. F. of L. Policies 
Outlined 

Policies of the trade union move- 
ment are based upon sound eco- 
nomic principles. They are con- 
structive and lend themselves to 
the solution of industrial problems. 

If the owners and managers of 
industry had cooperated with these 
policies instead of waging relent- 
less opposition and denial, we 
would not be in the present de- 
bacle in which we find on the one 
hand millions of men and women 
deprived of the opportunity to earn 
their livelihood, and on the other 
hand wealth and natural resources 
in the abundance necessary to pro- 
duce all that is needed. 

Unionism is a social force, be- 
cause its heart is morally and 
ethically sound, It is never found 
pleading for special privilege, 

Wage rates it asks for are not 
met by the non-union employer. 
Its pleas for the abolishment of 
child labor are equally to safe- 
guard the children of workers who 
take no part in the fight for better 
conditions. Its demands that life 
and limb be protected in shop and 
mine covers all workers. 

Its creed is all-embracing—re- 
gardless of sex, religious belief, 
politics, nationality or color—it in- 
vites all wage earners to join with 
it in the effort for a higher type 
of manhood and womanhood. 
Purpose of 
Trade Unions 

The position of the trade union 
is invulnerable, because it is sup- 
ported by grim necessity and by 
the greatest force that ever actu- 


ated man—the struggle for liberty. 


A movement founded on these two 
elements will withstand any shock. 

The purpose of workers in joining 
a union is to remedy grievances 
and secure improved standards in 
conditions of labor in the particu- 
lar work at which they are em- 
ployed. In no other type of labor 
organization has the worker 
greater freedom to deal with ques- 
tions relating to the line of employ- 
ment which is of immediate inter- 
est to him, than is afforded in the 
trade union. 


The members of trade unions 
are free to chart their course in 
whatever way appeals to them as 
promoting their best interests, so 
long as there may be no encroach- 
ment upon the equal rights of 
other trades and callings. 

They may join with members of 
other trades, to act unitedly, in a 
given situation, or they may amal- 
gamate with other organizations as 
the wisdom of these acts may sug- 
gest themselves. 

Functions of Trade 
Departments 

Organizations in allied industries, 
such as the building trades, metal 
trades, printing trades and in the 
railroad industry, have formed de- 
partments to establish mutual rela- 
tions in the consideration of ques- 
tions affecting the interests of 
their particular trades and callings. 
The machinery exists to promote 
unity of action as far as the work- 
ers wish to apply such policy, but 
the American Federation of Labor 
has declared that contracts made 
by local unions shall be kept in- 
violate. 

Organization of Mass 
Production Workers 

An instance of the flexibility of 
trade union policies to adapt them- 
selves to the needs of the workers 
is the resolution adopted by a con- 
ference of national and interna- 
tional organizations in interest, 
held January, 1934, and the resolu- 
tion adopted by the San Francisco 
convention of the A. F. of L. in 
1934, and reaffirmed by the 1935 
convention of the A. F. of L. held 
at Atlantic City, authorizing the 
executive council of the American 
Federation of Labor to conduct an 
organization campaign among the 
workers in mass production indus- 
tries and place them in _ local 
unions directly chartered by the 
American Federation of Lavur, and 
where workers are taken into 
these local unions that come under 
the jurisdiction of one or more na- 
tional or international organiza- 
tions, which is a temporary infrac- 
tion of the rights of these organ- 
izations involved, that the execu- 
tive council adjust such difficul- 
ties in the spirit of taking full ad- 
vantage of the immediate situation 
with the ultimate recognition of 
the rights of all national and in- 
ternational organizations con- 
cerned, 

Labor Legislation 
Achieved 

All through the years of its ex- 
istence, the American Federation 
of Labor has directed its efforts to 


secure the enactment of specific 
legislative regulations to prohibit 


unfair practices against workers in 
industry.
